cording to a cost probe made by econ- 
omists of the college of agriculture, 
Ohio State University. 


Cooperating -with these economists, 


farmers in Qreeno and Medina coun- 
ties started a system of bookkeeping, 
when the wheat-growing season open- 
ed last year, keeping s record of ex- 
penditures in growing crops and ani- 
mals. 


The average cost of producing a 


bushel of wheat in Greene county was 
51 60. In Medina county, it was $1 90. 
The present average selling price of 
wheat is $1.05. 


Operating expeses in Greene county 


averaged 95 cents a bushel and inter- 
est on land 65 cents a bushel. 
The 


farmer's labor was placed at 30 cents 


( an hour. In Medina county, interest, 
| or rent, on land was fixed at 40 cents 


Without allowing anything, for use of 
the land, the wheat receipts in Me- 
uina county, at prevailing prices, were 
pl.iced at about 45 cents per bushel 
less than the operating expense.

Black 
Kettle's 
Cheyennes 
on 
the 


Wushita to the tune of "Gnrrjowen" 
that cold November morning in 1S6.S, 
at his side rode a man whom the In- 
dians recognized, and they shouted to 
each other ''Look out for Kcd Neck ! 
He's a dead shot I" 


Clark played an important part in 


Custer's campaigns thaf year, but his 
most valuable services were performed 
as a scout for Gen. Nel&on Miles In 
the \vnr with the Cheyenues, Arapa- 
hoes, Comnnches and Kiowas in 1874. 
Uis greatest feat was his part In the 
rescue of the Gcrmaine sisters, two 
little white girls who had been cap- 
tured when their parents \\ere mur- 
dered by raiding Cheyennes in their 
Kansas home. 


Two of the girls, AdeHiide. and Julia 


Germaine, were recnptuied from the 
Cheyennes when Lieut. Frank Bald- 
win struck the camp of Chief Gray 
Beard so suddenly that the Iiul'.nns 
had no chance to kill their prisoners, 
as they usually did. 
The giris In- 


formed General Miles that t^o of 
their sisters, Catherine and Soi-hln 
Germaine, still were held by another 
bund of the Cheyennes. 


Ben Clark immediately set out to 


discover, where they were. 
After a 


long search he found Unit they were 
in the cnrnp of Chief Stone Cull. Gen- 
eral Miles secured a photograph of 
Julia and Adelaide^ and on the back 
of it he wrote u message to the other 
sisters telling them that every effort 
was being made to rescue them. 
He 


gave this message to a friendly In- 
dian who visited Stone Ca!/'.s on nip 
and, 
unobserved 
by 
tbe 
Iiullmis, 


slipped It into Uie hand of one of tbe 
girls. 


The general next sent a message 


to Stone Calf, demanding b!s surren- 
der and telling him that no mercy 
would be shown his warriors unless 
the Germaine girls were brought to 
tbe nearest army post alive and un- 
harmed. 
In a short time Stone Calf 


came In to the Cheyenne agency, sur- 
r*ndered his white captives and all 
four 
sisters 
were 
reunited. 
Ben 


Clark's scouting had not been in vain. 


ADicn tbe Cheyennes were 
linally 


subdued, Clark settled down at Fort 
Reno, Okla., with them. 
He became
